Big  School  |[ 
Budget  Gets 
Initial  OK 

South  Butler  County  Joint  Schoo 
Board  last  night  gave  tentative  ap 
proval  to  a $767,525  budget,  an  in 
crease  of  $150,000  over  expend! 
tures  for  the  current  fiscal  year. 

The  big  boost  is  the  result  of  the 
district’s  plans  to  open  the  new 
1,200-pupil  Knoch  High  School  near 
Saxonburg  for  the  1958-59  school 
term. 

Richard  Patterson.  Penn  Twp. 
director,  objected  to  the  budget, 
but  still  voted  in  favor  of  it. 

Final  OK  Due  Soon 
Final  approval  is  expected  at  a 
joint  board  meeting  next  month. 

Patterson  said  he  had  voted 
against  the  jointure  in  the  first 
place  because  Penn  Twp.  was  in 
no  position  to  raise  taxes  to  defray 
its  share  of  the  jointure  costs. 

“Even  if  we  doubled  our  pres- 
ent tax  levy  of  32  mills,”  Pat- 
terson said,  “we  still  couldn’t 
meet  our  share  of  the  budget.” 
James  Galbreath,  of  Jefferson 
Twp.,  stressed  the  need  for  econ- 
omy, declaring  that  “we  can’t 
keep  on  raising  taxes  indefinite- 

ly-" 

John  Thompson,  another  direc- 
tor, said  each  school  district  had 
its  financial  problems,  but  that  the 
needs  for  education  are  still  grow- 
ing and  must  somehow  be  met. 
Penn  Twp.  Hit 

The  increased  share  in  the  new 
budget  for  Penn  Twp.  over  the  cur- 
rent year  is  $52,600,  the  largest  for 
the  five  districts  in  the  jointure. 

Of  this  amount,  $20,000  will 
come  from  the  state  through  its 
aid  program,  while  $32,000  must 
be  raised  through  school  district 
tax  levies. 

The  increased  shares  in  the  bud- 
get for  the  other  districts  are  as 
follows: 

Clinton  Twp.  — $38,360  ($20,000 
state  aid,  $18,000  taxes). 

Jefferson  Twp.  — $25,120  ($22,- 
000  state  aid,  $3,000  taxes). 

Saxonburg  Borough  — $6,100 
($5,000  state  aid,  $1,100  taxes). 

Winfield  Twp.  — $29,750  ($25,- 
000  state  aid.  $5,000  ta.xes).

Board  members  also  asked  the 
solicitor  to  investigate  responsibil- 
ity for  paying  the  wages  of  a 
standby  electrician,  required  by  a 
union  rule,  for  24-hour  service 
while  construction  work  is  under 
way  at  Knoch  High  School.  The 
electrical  contractor  said  it  would 
not  pay  for  standby  service,  which 
it  was  estimated  would  cost  $5,000 
over  a six-weeks  period.

“tt'hen  some  members  of  a 
group  try  to  gain  their  point  by 
unethical  procedure,  there  is  al- 
ways the  temptation  for  others 
to  fight  back  in  kind. 

“In  this  meeting  there  was 
certainly  justification  for  right- 
eous wrath.  However,  in  carry- 
ing on  the  business  with  dignity 
and  fairness,  the  above  men 
have  shown  they  are  doing  a fine 
job  in  taking  care  of  our  best 
interests  in  a manner  of  which 
we  can  be  proud. 

“Congratulations,  and  may  you 
keep  up  the  good  work.  We  the 
undersigned  arc  back  of  you  100 
per  cent.” 

Lassinger  pointed  out  that  there 
was  nothing  mentioned  about  the 
j sewer  project  in  the  petition.
